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BACK FROM THE DEAD 

Buzzing quietly among the dragonflies and damselflies patroling the freshwater ditches at Elmley Marsh 
is the ’extinct' scarce emerald damselfly (L. dryas). 

The metallic green insect was declared extinct in 1980, but has survived on the Sheppey marshes. 
Unlike most damselflies, it usually rests with its wings half open. Once mature, the male and female 
develop different colouration. Males have bright blue eyes and a powder blue colour on the thorax and 
segments of the abdomen while females tend to be a much subtler green, making them difficult to spot.

ACCEPT an increase in council tax 
or lose services - that is the ultima¬ 
tum from Swale council as it tries 
to plug a £5 million hole in the bor¬ 
ough’s finances. 

Budget plans due to go before the full coun¬ 
cil this evening propose an initial £1.6m cut in 
services next year and council leader Cllr 
Andrew Bowles warned more jobs and servic¬ 
es will go unless council tax was raised. 

He said: “Although our aim is to impose the 
lowest possible increase, one per cent of coun¬ 
cil tax equates to £70,000 in revenue. If we 
don’t increase the current rate to 4.95 per cent 
we will have to find another £175,000 and this 
will only be achieved through service cuts or 
efficiency gains.” 

Educational projects see a loss of £50,000 
and £70,000 will be sliced from the council’s 
successful rent deposit scheme. 

Other cuts will see the downgrading of car 
park maintenance, sports development proj¬ 
ects and the upkeep of seafronts across the 
region. 

Additionally almost £200,000 will be wiped 
off the housing benefit and council tax budget, 
resulting in the closure of the Faversham dis¬ 
trict office and forcing residents to travel to 
Sittingbourne. 

Cllr Bowles said there was still time for peo¬ 
ple to have their say: “It is important that 
everyone engages and I appeal to the commu¬ 
nity to have their say. However, while nothing 
is set in stone, if a service is reinstated another

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High-speed rail 
fares concern 
commuters

THE high-speed train serv¬ 
ice to the capital has 
received mixed reviews as it 
prepares to switch to a full 
timetable this weekend. 

As passengers across Kent access 
London in record times, many 
Faversham and Sittingboume com¬ 
muters are feeling short-changed. 

Swale council leader Andrew 
Bowles said the cost of using the 
high-speed service would make it 
inaccessible to many in the commu¬ 
nity. He said: “If it’s going to cost sub¬ 
stantially more, people will be less 
inclined to use it and it doesn’t 
appear to present a huge advantage 
to residents.” 

The full timetable will roll out on 
December 13 and passengers travel¬ 
ling from Ashford International will 
enjoy a 140mph bullet service and a 
journey time of 37 minutes - cut 
from one hour 20 minutes. 

However, commuters from 
Faversham and Sittingboume will 
see a maximum reduction in travel¬ 
ling time of 20 minutes and will be 
charged a 15 per cent premium for a 
journey that will still take more than 
an hour to complete. 

High-speed commuters from 
Faversham to London can expect to 
pay £41.90 for a daily peak-time 
return whilst those leaving from 
Sittingboume will pay £36.40. This 
compares with current prices of 
£35.90 and £31 respectively. 

Some customers are now fearful 
that existing services to Victoria and 
Cannon Street will be axed in favour 
of the new service. 

Office worker Christine Brown 
travels to her job in the city each day. 
She said: “The worry is that existing 
services between Faversham and 
London will be reduced or more stops 
will be included in the journey caus-

ing overcrowding and forcing us to 
use the high-speed trains.” 

MP Hugh Robertson said he 
believed the service would benefit 
the region. He said: “The key priority 
for Faversham’s existing rail users is 
to preserve the existing classic serv¬ 
ice. The new high-speed trains will 
be an exciting addition to that serv¬ 
ice and may also encourage more 
people to visit and spend money in 
the town. 

“However, this will only happen if 
the fare structure encourages people 
to use the new service. 

“SouthEastem is extremely recep¬ 
tive to maintaining the full existing 
service to Victoria and Cannon 
Street, particularly during peak 
times.”

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Wife saw husband die 
in CCTV suicide blaze

A WIDOW told an inquest how 
she watched her husband as he set 
himself alight in his car. 

Mrs Teresa Macklin described how her 44- 
year-old husband, Gary John Macklin, 
stormed off after she refused to take him back 
following their separation. Mr Macklin, who 
was on bail for domestic abuse charges at the 
time of his death, returned a few minutes later 
and killed himself. 

The 46-year-old company director said: “I just 
had enough. I couldn’t cope anymore. He said 
he was going to get help for his drinking. 

“He kept asking for a fresh start but it was 
always like that. It would be ok for a month and 
then it would go back to how it was. He’d get 
drunk and start smashing things up after com¬ 
ing home from the pub.” 

Abusive 

Mrs Macklin, of Raspberry Hill Lane, 
Iwade, told the court how her husband, also a 
company director, had come to the house early 
on the morning of July 23 to ask for a recon¬ 
ciliation only to become abusive when she 
turned him down. 

She said: “He threw a cup of tea against the 
kitchen wall and shouted at me before storming 
out and driving away in his car only to return a 
few minutes later. 

“A text came through on my phone and I 
knew it would be him so I ignored it, but then 
he telephoned. I could see him in his car on 


the CCTV. I answered the phone and he told 
me that if I wanted to see him for the last 
time to come to the front gate. 

“As I looked up to the monitor I heard a bang 
and saw smoke. I rang the emergency services 
and then ran outside.” 

Detective superintendent Stuart Samson said 
he was aware of the domestic abuse but was sat¬ 
isfied no other person was involved in the fire. 

He said: “CCTV footage shows a very clear 


chain of events. Emergency crews were called 
at 8.24am. If a second person had left the car or 
been involved they would have clearly been 
seen on the tape.” 

The coroner ruled Mr Macklin, who had a his¬ 
tory of self-harm, took his own life and died from 
severe bums and smoke inhalation. He said 
although his blood alcohol levels were twice over 
the drink-drive limit there was no indication 
that this had played a part in his death. 


Woman duped in 
car-park scam 

SHOPPERS are being warned about dis¬ 
traction scams after a woman was 
robbed in a shopping centre car park. 

The 61-year-old victim got out of her 
car to help a motorist who had asked her 
for directions to Tunbridge Wells. 

The male driver prevented her from 
reversing out and beckoned for help with 
a fold-out map. On returning to her vehi¬ 
cle she discovered a large quantity of 
cash had been stolen from her purse. 

The man is described as a stocky 
Iranian with very short dark hair. He is 
thought to be about 40-years-old and 
was wearing a dark cardigan and light 
shirt.

Aided by an accomplice, the 40- 
year-old entered her house and 
stole £100. 

Rossiter returned late at night on 
October 2 when Mrs Hodges, of 
College Road, was in bed. When 
she opened the front door he forced 
his way in to demand money. 

The 74-year-old fought back but 
was overpowered and repeatedly 
beaten about the head by the thug 
who made off with £3,000. 

Both men appeared at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Tuesday December 
1. Tom Scott, 39, from 
Cambridgeshire pleaded guilty to 
burglaiy and was sentenced to nine 
months imprisonment. Ian Clark, 
40, from Cambridgeshire was 
charged with burglary and danger¬ 
ous driving. He was sentenced to 15 
months imprisonment and disqual¬ 
ified from driving for 15 months. 


Council raking in 
£2 million a year 
in parking revenue 


SWALE council has been accused of 
using drivers as a “cash cow” after 
they raked in almost £2 million in 
parking revenue. 

A Freedom of Information request 
revealed the council collected 
£1,699,957 from parking services 
during the last financial year, repre¬ 
senting an increase of almost 
£155,000 over three years. 

Pressure group the TaxPayers’ 
Alliance (TPA) said parking charges 
are simply a “cash cow” for councils 
and an alternative way to raise their 
budgets. 

TPA spokesman Jennifer Dunn 
said: “The total revenue generated 
through parking reveals it is a lucra¬ 
tive source of income for Swale coun¬ 
cil. Across the UK, councils have 
doubled council tax in the last 10 
years but have imposed a heavy and 
unfair burden on ordinary taxpay¬ 
ers, especially drivers. 

“Councils should try to keep 
charges low to attract shoppers and 
tourists who are essential to local 
economies. 


AA boss Edmund King added: 
“Local authorities should see park¬ 
ing as a community service rather 
than a cash register.” 

Figures released by Swale council 
confirmed parking revenue 
increased from £1,546,834 in 2007 to 
£1,626,169 the following year peak¬ 
ing at £1,699,957 in 2008/2009. 

Officials refused to disclose expect¬ 
ed parking revenue for the years 
ahead but residents using Central 
and Queens Hall car parks in 
Faversham and Albion Place car 
park in Sheemess will see permit 
prices increase from £15.50 to £20 in 
2010. 

Swale council head of amenities 
Brian Planner said the increase in 
revenue could be attributed to the 
rise in inflation and the increased 
use of car parks. 

He added: “The majority of the 
overall income is used to cover oper¬ 
ational costs and the balance con¬ 
tributes to the upkeep of the car 
parks and keeps down the cost of 
everyone’s council tax.”

throughs we know some drivers use. We will be 
visiting pubs and will have patrol cars in pub 
car parks as a deterrent and to give people 
advice.

Animal rescue 
experts await 
call of the wild 


SPECIALIST firefighters at 
Faversham are saving more than 
just human lives as the cold win¬ 
ter weather sets in. 

The animal rescue unit, based at 
Faversham fire station, is the only crew of its 
kind in Kent and takes up to 100 SOS calls 
each year from all over the county. 

Working alongside a vet or the RSPCA, 
they use body armour, cranes, straps and lift¬ 
ing equipment and have saved horses stuck 
in ice, cattle trapped in ditches and even a 
baby seal stranded in Faversham Creek. 

Green watch manager Peter Campbell said 
the primary goal was to stop people being 
injured by attempting their own rescue oper¬ 
ation. 

He said: “We respond to SOS calls - any¬ 
thing from dogs to horses. It’s a free service 
at the moment, but it’s not a statutory 
requirement. 

“None of us likes to see animals in distress, 
but we deliver the service primarily to keep 
humans safe from injury who would other¬ 
wise mount their own rescue attempts. 

“Large animals such as cows and horses 
can be dangerous when distressed. They are

powerful creatures and can cause a lot of 
damage when trapped or panicked. 

“Ten years ago even firefighters suffered a 
lot of injuries from animals, but this has 
declined dramatically. Because of our special¬ 
ist training, the worst that I’ve heard of is a 
pulled back.” 

All 14 of the green and red watch firefight¬ 
ers at Faversham have been trained in ani¬ 
mal rescue techniques. Each has attended an 
agricultural college in Plumpton, Sussex, 
and received extensive schooling. 

They use rescue techniques devised by the 
British Equine Association and always work 
alongside vets and the RSPCA to ensure 
creatures get the best possible care. Mr 
Campbell recalled one of his most memo¬ 
rable calls was to help an old shire horse. 

He said: “The horse was probably about 30 
years old and very big. She had got down in 
the stable but was then unable to stand 
again so was in distress. 

“We worked with the vet and thankfully 
were able to help her on her feet. That was a 
good sight to see.” 


SmartWater takes the initiative 


A HI-TECH police initiative will help the Milton 
community protect their homes from burglars. 

Police visited properties to distribute 
SmartWater and show people how to use it. 

Each bottle of the invisible liquid has a unique 
forensic code, similar to DNA, linking marked 
property to an address. 

Suspects are routinely scanned for 
SmartWater using ultraviolet detection equip¬ 
ment. 

Police plan to erect street signs to warn would- 
be thieves when they enter SmartWater zones. 



Speeding car couple fined 
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MP in clear over expenses 

FAVERSHAM MP Hugh Robertson has been 
given the all clear by officials investigating 
the Commons expenses scandal. 

The inquiry was led by Sir Thomas Legg who 
was appointed by Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown and scrutinised all MPs’ personal 
expense claims from 2004-09. 

Sir Thomas confirmed in a letter to Mr 
Robertson there were no issues of concern 
surrounding his claims. 

Mr Robertson said while he was not sur¬ 
prised at the result he was delighted at the 
news. 

The shadow sports and Olympics minster 
said: “It is vital we bring this matter to a 
close, imposing sanctions on those who have 
broken the rules and introducing a new 
scheme that strikes the correct balance 
between allowing an MP to do his job and 
ensuring transparency and public confi¬ 
dence.” 


A HUSBAND and wife from Faversham have 
been fined for speeding after blaming the 
offence on each other. 

Rebecca and Stephen Streek, of Belvedere 
Road, were each ordered to pay a £350 fine 
and £50 costs, plus given six penalty points, 
for failing to identify the driver of a speeding 
car registered to Mrs Streek, 42. 

The pair sent identical letters to officials, 
each blaming the other for the offence, caught 
on camera in Pin Hill, Canterbury, in January, 
this year. 

The case came before magistrates in 
Margate on Tuesday, November 24. 

Calls for parking amnesty

The Institute of Advanced Motorists (IAM) 
has appealed for fines and clamps to be sus¬ 
pended to deter motorists from being tempted 
to drive home after drinking. 

Spokesman Kevin Dalaney said: “An 
amnesty will allow commuters a chance to get 
to the station and pay for the next day’s park¬ 
ing before getting a fine.

Do you know woman who 
may have seen sex assault?

OFFICERS from the British Transport Police 
are trying to track down a woman who may 
have witnessed a serious sexual assault on a 
young woman from Swale, writes Jill Hurst. 

They have taken the 
unusual step of releas¬ 
ing CCTV footage of the 
potential witness to the 
incident, which hap¬ 
pened on Friday, October 
9, at around 5.10pm 
outside London Victoria 
train station. 

A 22-year-old Sitting- 
bourne woman was 
followed across the sta¬ 
tion by a man who 
repeatedly tried to make 
conversation with her. 

He is then alleged to have forced himself 
upon her before touching her indecently. 

The alleged assault happened in the fore¬ 
court area to the right of the main entrance 
arch by the rear of the Iron Duke public house. 

The attacker fled the scene and the victim 
returned to the station to report the incident. 

Detective Constable Andy Parkinson, the 
investigating officer from the British 
Transport Police, said: “We believe this woman 
could have key information that could assist 
our investigation into this incident. 

'We know from our enquiries that the victim 
reported the incident to this woman and we 
believe she was catching a train on platform two 
heading toward the Medway, Ramsgate or 
Dover areas. Anyone who recognises this 
woman or has any information is asked to come 
forward and contact police on 0800 40 50 40 or 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 0800 555 111.” 

A 37-year-old man from Thornton Heath 
was arrested on October 15, on suspicion of 
sexual assault and has been bailed to return to 
British Transport Police in late December.

Tell us a little bit about yourself. 


A I was bom in the Kent and Canterbury 
Hospital in 1962 and have lived in Kent all 
my life as has my wife Anna. We live in the 
mid Kent part of the constituency, with our 
two-year-old son, and not too far from my par¬ 
ents in Canterbury and my wife’s parents, 
near Maidstone. 

After university I spent just over 10 years in 
the Army, seeing active service in Northern 
Ireland, Cyprus, the Gulf War and Sarajevo. I 
left the Army in 1995 and spent the period 
until my election in 2001 working for 
Schroders, latterly as head of new business 
development for the property division. 

Q lf you could put one thing right with the world what 
would it be? 

A The Middle East peace process or lack of 
one. It impacts on much of what is wrong 
in the world today. 

Q Politicians are on short term contracts. What's your con¬ 
tingency? 

A I suppose the obvious answer would be to 
go back to my former job or a similar one in 
the city. However, in the long term I would like 
to continue my involvement in sport. It was 
not something that I envisaged doing when I 
entered Parliament in 2001 but I have enjoyed 
the last four years as the shadow sports and 
Olympics minister enormously. 


Q AII female candidate lists. What's it all about and what 
are your views? 

A There is a clear and obvious need to make 
Parliament more representative of the peo¬ 
ple it serves and getting more women and eth¬ 
nic minorities selected is an important part of 
that process. 

I would like to see more people entering 
Parliament at an older age, preferably in their 
early 50s, when they have real experience of 
the outside world and only want to serve for 
three or four Parliaments. The trend for 
younger MPs in their early 30s, often entirely 
from a political background, is not good for 
Parliament or politics.

You must meet all sorts of people. Any odd requests? 


A I often say that being an MP gives you the 
opportunity to meet some of the very best 
people you could possibly want to meet and a 
few of the worst. I’ve had some extremely odd 
requests from constituents over the years 
including two people who claimed to be relat¬ 
ed to the Royal Family and one mother who 


wrote to me demanding that I give her son a 
job. I always enjoy the letters from people who 
claim to have voted for me but then send the 
letter to the wrong MP.

A Never in the House but my army training 
has given me a soldier’s ability to sleep 
anywhere, at any time in almost any position.

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Father's grief becomes 
a cry from the heart

A GRIEVING father has written 
a book about coping with the 
death of his teenage son and the 
tragic suicide of his ex-wife who 
could not face life without her boy. 

In his book, Losing James - A Father Cries 
Too, Michael Bollom gives a candid account of 
how he dealt with the double tragedy that 
tore his world apart. 

The 50-year-old, from Bearsted, near 
Maidstone, recalled the moment on 
December 4, 2005, that he found out his 16- 
year-old son James was dead. 

“I felt a complete numbness,” he said. “My 
life fell apart. I didn’t really know what was 
going on for those first few months.” 

James was killed in a car crash in 
Wateringbury, near Maidstone, a month 
short of his 17th birthday. He had been a pas¬ 
senger in a speeding car that went out of con¬ 
trol and hit an oncoming vehicle. 

Mr Bollom, a director of a manufacturing 
company in Sittingboume, said: “James died 
instantly. His side of the car took the full 
impact of the crash. Losing someone through 
the fault of somebody else feels even worse. 

“The driver was done for dangerous driving 
and was sentenced to two years and three 
months in prison, but some of that was spent 
on probation. The penalty didn’t seem to take 
into account that a life was lost.” 

But things got worse for Mr Bollom when, 
just three months after the fatal crash that 
killed his son, his ex-wife Samantha took her 
own life. 

“She couldn’t cope with life without James,” 
he said. “They had a very good relationship; 
they were best friends. She just couldn’t go on 
without him.” 

James shared his time between his par¬ 
ents, but spent the majority with his moth¬ 
er. 

Mr Bollom said: “Samantha and I had a 
good relationship. When she died it was like 
reliving the whole experience of James’s 
death again.” 

Asked whether he had considered suicide 
himself, Mr Bollom said: ‘When you lose a 
child, of course you think, What’s the point?’ 
But I was fortunate to have a strong network 
around me, including my wife of ten years. 
But Samantha felt she couldn’t carry on.” 

In his book, Mr Bollom talks about how he 
sought solace in the spiritual realm through 
a medium. He admitted that prior to the

A main factor in Mr Bollom’s book is that it 
deals with the grief of a father. 

“It is rare for a book like this to be written 
by a man,” he said. 

“Most are written from a female perspec¬ 
tive, but I think it’s very important to see that 
fathers suffer too. 

“They have to carry on and be strong for 
others and in a way they have a harder job 
because they are trying to deal with their 
grief while carrying on as normal. It’s hard to 
see a mother grieving for a lost child, but at 
times fathers are somewhat forgotten when 
their grief is just as bad. 

“No parent should have to bury a child.” 

Money raised from sales of the book - 
which took 15 months to write - is going to a 
charity to help people dealing with bereave¬ 
ment. Mr Bollom said he was looking into 
which charity to choose. 

He added: “I miss James, we were close. He 
was best man at my wedding. He was always 
smiling and liked by everyone. There were 
450 people at his funeral, all of different ages. 

“Writing this book has helped me cope with 
his death. I hope it will help others who have 
lost someone close.”

tragedy he was sceptical about spiritual life, 
but now believes he would not have got 
through his grief without it. 

“It was able to show me that no matter 
what, James is always there,” he said. 

“There were things the medium knew that 
were so accurate, things only James and I 
would know. I talk about this in the book, but 
only as my opinion. I don’t want to preach to 
people about how to deal with their grief.” 




Stargazers aim to 
reclaim the night 

DARKNESS at night is one of the things that 
defines the countryside, but that is rapidly 
declining and with it our views of the stars and 
planets. 

For eight years Anton Vamplew worked at 
the Royal Observatory in Greenwich. He now 
runs Planetarium Earth, a company dedicated 
to space and astronomy, from his home in 
Langton Green, near Tunbridge Wells. 

He said: “Responsible councils are getting 
better with their policies for preventing light 
pollution, but we have a long way to go. 

“Security lighting is a concern. I understand 
the need, but with a little effort the search- 
fights on private property, public buildings and 
business premises can be scaled down and 
reflected not to embrace the sky. It is a matter 
of education. 

“Campaigning has made a difference in 
some areas, but towns and cities will never get 
the views of the skies at night back.” 

Trevor Cannon, of the Mid Kent 
Astronomical Society, is among those cam¬ 
paigning for the return of dark skies. 

Deterioration 

He said: “Over 30 years’ study I have seen a 
big difference in the clarity of the sky at night. 
There has been a dramatic deterioration. We 
have to curb both fight and air pollution. There 
is law, but no-one seems to be imposing it.” 

Already the heart of the Milky Way is blotted 
out for more than half the UK population and 
the Campaign to Protect Rural England 
(CPRE) has data from satellites showing the 
fight pollution is spreading. 

Michael Smith, professor of astronomy at the 
University of Kent, said: “More than 300 
megawatts of power is wasted skywards from 
UK street fights and the annual cost is £100 
million.” 

It seems that many are still unaware that 
intrusive fighting is, since 2006, by law a 
statutory nuisance under the Environmental 
Protection Act. Exterior fight emitted from 
premises that is prejudicial to health or a nui¬ 
sance is a criminal offence. The CPRE cam¬ 
paign would like to see it used to raise aware¬ 
ness with discussion and mediation in the first 
place rather than court action. 

They also point out that the law clearly cites 
fights from premises so street fighting is ruled 
out, but they urge people to report other bad 
examples that are causing damage to environ¬ 
mental health officers.

Are new NHS treatment cash 
cards the healthy choice for us? 


WHEN I go to the shop to buy 
breakfast cereal, I want a choice. 

Currently I’m going for the healthy option 
and buying Shredded Wheat, but next week, 
who knows? 

I might decide to start my day with sugar- 
coated toasted confectionery, or purchase a box 
of those brightly coloured things with marsh¬ 
mallow bits that make it difficult to concen¬ 
trate if you eat too many of them. 

Actually, they may have been banned now... 
the point is, I have a choice, and that’s just 
great. Choice is a popular thing; it allows us to 
assert our individuality through the medium 
of humorous ring tones, for example. 

In fact, having a choice, a say in who runs our 
country, is what our great democracy is built on. 

But is it always good to have a choice? 

Kent has been picked, along with some other 
counties, to pilot an NHS scheme which could 
take choice too far. 

The plan is to issue patients a cash card, 
loaded with x thousand pounds they can 


spend on health services of their choosing. 

The pilot is being run with pregnant women, 
who will be asked to pick what they want to 
spend their birth-budget on, instead of those 
meddling, fully-qualified, experienced profes¬ 
sionals doing it for them. Fantastic! 

But do pregnant women really need to feel in 
control of their own health budget? I would 
assume they already have quite a lot to think 
about, let alone taking on a temporary unpaid 
job as an NHS finance manager. 

Not being pregnant, or indeed, a woman, I 
don’t know. But what I do know is that if I am 
ill, particularly if it is something serious, I just 
want to go somewhere and be cured. 

I don’t want to choose my own treatment. I 
want a doctor to do that, because he is rather 
more likely to know what he’s doing. 

Yet if the pilot is deemed a success, then the 
cash cards could be rolled out for other groups 
- cancer patients, the elderly, the terminally ill. 

Professional medical staff have already lined 
up against the plan, with both the Royal 
College of Midwives and the King’s Trust 


arguing that similar schemes in Europe have 
led to misspent money which does nothing to 
improve patients’ health. 

Some groups, the young, the old, the mental¬ 
ly ill, may not be in the best position to correct¬ 
ly judge what treatment they need. 

And aside from the practical issues, there 
are serious moral questions here too. 

Who is ultimately responsible if the patient 
makes the wrong choice? The type one diabetes 
sufferer who decides to trust in homeopathic 
charlatans instead of taking insulin injections? 
Is it their fault their condition deteriorates? 

Sometimes choice is not what we need. 
Breakfast cereal? Yes. Elected representa¬ 
tives? Yes. Ringtones? If you really must. 

But when we are ill we just need to be confi¬ 
dent we are getting the best care possible, 
wherever we go, without the added stress of 
balancing a budget.

We should give 
refugees support 

The question of why refugees 
want to come to this country is a 


complex one but is certainly 
connected to our reputation as a 
major economic and political 
power as well as being a country 
where it is possible for migrants 
to work hard and achieve a 
better life. In my view we not 


only have a responsibility to the 
migrants at our borders but we 
should take pride that the UK is 
still seen as a place where people 
come from across the world to 
contribute to our society. 

Refugees’ energy and drive 
contributes vastly to our 
economy and as most migrants 
are young and healthy they do 
not use the health service to any 
great extent. No asylum-seeker is 
allowed to work and the 
Government supports them at a 
rate well below income support. 

Kent Refugee Help has not 
received any money from the UN 
to support our work in Calais 
and what we have done has been 
alongside other groups and 
individuals who are concerned 
for the welfare of a destitute 
group of people. 

Your article implied that 
supporting refugees is making 
KRH a good living. KRH is very 
small, and most of us work 
unpaid. We have two part-time 
workers, earning the kind of 
hourly rate most journalists 
wouldn’t get out of bed for. We 
raise our funds from private 
donations and charitable trusts. 
More importantly we are 
working to put ourselves out of 
business - and no-one will be 
happier than us when Dover 
Immigration Removal Centre is 
closed down. 

Kent Refugee Help, like other 
local organisations such as the 
Dover Detainee Support Group 
and the Kent Refugee Action 
Network, is keen that people 
understand the reality of what it 
is to be a refugee and we try to 
support the most vulnerable in 
our society - those who are 
marginalised, criminalised and 
without rights and entitlements.

A FEW years ago I would have 
avoided an episode of Never Mind 
The Buzzcocks by any means 
necessary, but it has really kicked on 
in recent times. 

It is hardly must-see TV, but slowly 
and surely it has become one of the 
better comedy shows on the box. 

The reason for avoiding it before 
was not the subject matter, or the 
team captains, or even the guests. 

No, the thing that ruined the show, 
for 18 long series, was former host 
Mark Lamarr. 

Not only was Lamarr not funny, but 
he seemed to be a genuinely nasty 
person, to boot. He took insulting 
people to a new level and I cannot 
work out how he never got lumped 
for being as spiteful as he was. 

I often wondered if he was just 
being nasty for the sake of it, in the 
absence of anything funny to say, 
as he tore strips off everyone who 
dared to speak and answer a 
question, which can kind of make a 
quiz pointless.

Builders to focus on 
houses as demand 
falls for apartments 

BARRATT Developments is to focus on 
building houses rather than apartments, 
in response to lenders’ preferences. 

The group’s chief executive, Mark 
Clare, says the company will build what 
it knows it can sell and in the case of 
apartments, lenders are making life dif¬ 
ficult for mortgage borrowers by asking 
for deposits of 25 per cent. 

The oversupply of new-build apart¬ 
ments in the UK’s city centres has been 
causing problem for banks and building 
societies since the onset of the credit cri¬ 
sis, with evidence that some properties 
were deliberately overvalued in large- 
scale mortgage scams. 

Downturn 

Buy-to-let investors in particular were 
encouraged into the market and since 
the property downturn, some apart¬ 
ments have lost 50 per cent of their 
value. 

The company has also revealed that 
overall its private reservation rates per 
site have been running 34 per cent 
ahead of last year. 

Furthermore, cancellations were down 
to 13 per cent for the period July 1 to 
November 8 2009, compared with 23.7 
per cent in the same period of 2008. 

Lettings company is 
ready to expand its 
internet business 

LETTINGSEARCH.CO.uk has 
announced it is set for further expansion 
across the UK’s major towns and cities. 

The firm, which claims to be the coun¬ 
try’s largest lettings-only portal, has 
secured increased funding to back a sub¬ 
stantial expansion of its agent and ten¬ 
ant base over the next six months.

There's light at the end 
of tunnel, say agents

LEADING estate agents Strutt & 
Parker revealed a sharp drop in prof¬ 
its in its first results since converting 
to limited liability partnership status 
in May 2008. 

Profits available to partners dropped 79 per cent 
from £16 million in 2008 to £3.3 million. Revenue 
was down by a quarter, from £86.3 million to £64.9 
million. 

However, the first six months of the current 
financial year have shown an improvement. The 
firm made a profit of £4.8 million, compared to 
£500,000 at the half-year stage last year. 

The company also says the better economy, as 
well as the significant saving it has made, should 
go some way towards recovering its performance, 
especially as the market appears to be regaining 
some level of optimism 

Senior partner Andy Martin said: “The year to 
April 30 we view as very much history, particular¬ 
ly as we have seen a good improvement in our 
recent results in particular the London residential 
team which has reported its strongest trading 
month ever in September. 

“We, along with our competitors, faced a very 
tough trading environment with transactional 
business slowing for the last quarter of ’08 and 
first quarter of ’09. However, as with all diverse 
businesses, some parts performed exceptionally 
well whereas other parts struggled. 

“Significant cost reductions and efficiencies 
were made during the year to adjust operating 
costs and these mean that as a firm we have a 
better platform for this market to enable us to 
continue to improve profitability. 

“In financial terms, although it is too early to 
call the end of what has been the sharpest decline 
in values in living memory, the 2009/10 financial 
year has started better, with all areas of the busi¬ 
ness ahead of budgets at the six-month stage. We 
have maintained a high profile in our markets 
and have continued to build teams in important 
new areas of the business.” 



Sharp rise in empty homes 'reflects deprivation' 



ACCORDING to the latest Halifax Empty 
Homes Survey, the number of private homes 
empty for at least six months soared by nine per 
cent during the year to April 2008. 

The figure went up to 303,285, a level not seen 
since April 2003. The bank said the latest figures 
mean that 1.6 per cent of all privately-owned 
properties in England were empty. 

Furthermore, the Halifax said when homes 
unoccupied for less than six months were includ¬ 
ed in the total, the figure rose to 613,270. 

Properties are classed as being empty if they 
have been vacant for more than six months 


because they are between occupants, undergoing 
modernisation, or in disrepair. 

And the Halifax highlighted levels of depriva¬ 
tion were typically higher in areas that had a 
high proportion of vacant properties. 

Suren Thiru, of the Halifax, said: “It is concern¬ 
ing that there are more than 300,000 private 
homes in England that have been empty for 
more than six months and the number has 
increased, following several years of decline. 

“Often, high levels of long-term empty homes 
reflect relatively high levels of deprivation, low 
average earnings and high unemployment.”

Outlander gains firm 
acceptance this time 


CURIOUS how two generations of 
Mitsubishi Outlander have suited 
the name in contrasting ways. 

The original (2004-07) probably invented the 
term ‘crossover’ by mixing off-roader and 
chunky estate, but was doomed to be an ‘out¬ 
lander’ with UK buyers - a dipsomaniac 2.0- 
litre petrol engine was the only power option. 

However, its successor fits the Outlander 
name as Mitsubishi intended, suggesting suit¬ 
ability for life in the country or on the frontier. 

It is also offered with two diesel options as 
well as another thirsty petrol unit, which we’ll 
ignore after this. 

The 2.0 DI-D SE (£19,999 and entry model 
for range) test car has a proven 140bhp VW 
diesel that can be coarse under acceleration, 
but pulls well and cruises smoothly thanks to 
a slick six-speed ‘box. 

The alternative is a 154bhp 2.2-litre and I 
know this is impressive too, having tried it in 
the Mitsi’s Citroen C-Crosser and Peugeot 
4007 cloned sisters. 

The 2.0-litre Mitsubishi is the cheapest 
diesel though, starting at £19,999 and now 
with more standard kit.

Would-be Toyota RAV4 and Honda CR-V 
buyers should also check it out for the ace up 
its sleeve - a no-cost option of two extra 
though basic seats. 

While I could not test it, the Mitsi’s various 
drive options should outclass the above rivals 
in gentle off-roading too. 

The driver can lock the car in front-wheel 
drive for economy, though this allows scrab¬ 
bling if you accelerate too enthusiastically on 
damp or loose surfaces. 

So the preferred default is ‘4WD auto’ - fixed 
format with most ‘soft-roaders’ - which is 
essentially front-wheel drive too, but rear 
wheels automatically add drive and grip if a 
loss of traction is sensed at the front; ‘4WD 
Lock’ does what it says, locking drive to all four 
wheels for muddy tracks, fields or snowfalls. 

Like most 4x4s though, Outlander owners 
will rarely ask it to flex its muscles, so simply 
being a classy drive is a big plus; body roll is 
well controlled for a high vehicle and the car 
grips and rides with great composure. 

It is also a handy MPV too with plenty of 
stowage and a serious cargo area when all rear 
seats are folded - this is also easily loaded via 
a split tailgate.

Brickies face closure 
if fans continue to 
stay away, says Pitts 

ONE of Kent’s oldest senior football clubs 
faces extinction by the end of the season 
unless gates improve drastically, or a new 
financial backer is found. 

Sittingbourne have been playing since 
1886, but the club’s financial situation is so 
acute that secretary John Pitts says they 
may be forced to fold. 

“We’ve got a town with a population of 
60,000 and we can’t even get 150 through 
the gate,” Pitts said. 

Despite success on the field in the past 
two seasons under manager Gary Abbott, 
average attendances at Bourne Park have 
dropped from around the 250 mark two 
years ago to 120. 

The club have announced free entry for 
Saturday’s home game with Fleet Town in 
a bid to drum up support, but Pitts fears the 
measure may be too little too late, citing 
Bourne Park’s poor location and the attrac¬ 
tion of rival clubs. 

“People have allegiances, to Charlton, 
Millwall, Gillingham and the Premier 
League clubs and are quite happy to spend 
£60 taking their family to a game, but a lot 
of them don’t even know there is a senior 
football club in the town,” Pitts said. “I can 
remember Sittingbourne at the old Bull 
Ground and people would come there after 
they’d done their shopping on a Saturday 
afternoon, but that’s never going to happen 
at Bourne Park.” 

Unless the Brickies can persuade people 
to swap the 80-mile round trip to London 
for the three-mile round trip from the town 
centre to Bourne Park in substantial num¬ 
bers, the club’s resources will be stretched 
to breaking point. 

Pitts said: “Caems Sports [the site’s own¬ 
ers] have been pretty good to us, but we’re 
paying too much in rent, the electricity bill 
is £1,000 per month and then we’ve got to 
find the money to pay the players.”
